Preface 


Background 

“Kashmir” is a common name for the State of Jammu and 
and Kashmir with an area of 84,471 square miles, comprising 
the regions of Jammu, Kashmir and Ladakh and including the 
far-flung areas of Padar and Nubra valleys, Gilgit and Baltistan, 
Chilas, Astor, Hunza, Skardu and so on. There is hardly any¬ 
body in any corner of the globe who does not know “Kashmir , 
by name at least. 

Kashmir has been the favourite haunt of lovers of beauty in 
all ages. Kashmir’s appeal is not limited to its scenic beauty 
only but it caters for all tastes. The stupendous snow-clad 
mountains, lovely glens rich with luxuriant foliage, the flower- 
bedecked valleys have inspired many a poet and philosopher, the 
botanist or artist, all alike. Many mysteries still remain hidden 
in its fold, which await study either by geologists or archaeo- 
logists. The historian finds himself delighted by the avail- 

ability of an uninterrupted series of written records of history, 

for which Kashmir has distinguished itself. For men of letters 
this State provides ample scope, as it has inherited a rich, 
cultural and literary legacy, which reflects a remarkable fusion 
of different cultural and literary movements. For the politician 
too, Kashmir has been a subject of interest. 

In short, there is not any subject on which this colourful 
state of Jammu and Kashmir has not carved its prominence and 
uniqueness. 

Ideation 

There exist a vast number of recorded material and docu¬ 
ments that have been written on the multi-faceted Kashmir. As 
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a matter of fact, Jammu and Kashmir State has figured more 
prominently, whether in the past or present, in both the Indian 
and Foreign press, than any other part of our country. Many 
things lie concealed in unsuspected places. And in the mean¬ 
while, much more is being written and many research projects 
are under way on this strategically placed border area. 

Yet there exists no Bibliography of what has been written 
about our State. This is the first endeavour of its kind. As it 
is, “the records of civilisation would be an unchanted chaos of 
miscellaneous contributions to knowledge, unorganised and 
inapplicable to human needs, without a Bibliography”. Soon 
after having entered the Library profession, I started the ambi¬ 
tious work of compiling a “Classified and Comprehensive 
Bibliography” of all documents published since the invention of 
printing, to the present day, on any subject or region of Jammu 
and Kashmir State. This Bibliography is the outcome of hard 
and continuous toil and vigorous hunt, over a period of about 
four years. 

How to use it 

The Bibliography indexes the documents that have been 
written on any subject of Jammu and Kashmir State, since the 
word of mouth came to be multiplied to the present day, i.e., 
December 1974. I have tried my best to keep the book com¬ 
prehensive and uptodate. The documents published in the 
English language have shared the major portion in the Biblio¬ 
graphy. Annotations to the entries have been included, where 
necessary. The Bibliography is completely classified. At the 
outset there is a chapter exclusively detailing the ‘sources of 
information’, indicating from where the material for the compil¬ 
ation of the Bibliography has been drawn. The Classified 
Schedule-cum-Index will give a clear view of the “structure of 
the Area Study of Jammu and Kashmir State” and will serve as 
a mirror of the Bibliography. The alphabetical Subject and 
Author Indexes will guide the reader, to his relevant entry, on 
any subject or by any author, respectively. 

It may be mentioned that most of the documents listed in 
this Bibliography are available in the various Libraries of Jammu 
and Kashmir State and the Central Secretariat Library, New 
Delhi also. 
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Such a Bibliography drawing its material from all micro- 
and macro-documents lying scattered and inaccessible, and on- 
any subject of Jammu and Kashmir State, and that too compiled 
individually and without any support from any quarter, must 
have its own in-built limitations. The task was very stupendous. 
Languages other than English have minimum coverage. The 
accuracy of the details in the Bibliography may be questioned, 
in certain cases. I had sometimes to choose between conflicting 
information. So I would feel obliged to receive suggestions, 
from research scholars and others concerned, regarding omis¬ 
sions, inaccuracies, insufficient information or other errors. The 
reader would be well advised to consult relevant references 
listed not only under minor Subject-headings, but those falling. 
under the category of “General Works”, as well. This is likely 
to bring before them a more vivid picture of the material they 
may be endeavouring to obtain. The arrangement within each 
heading is alphabetical. 

I am sure that this Bibliography will be an aid to the reader 
in his approach to the study of any subject, dealt with herein.. 
Journalists, librarians, and all those interested in the Area Study 
of Jammu and Kashmir State, whether Archeologist or Geo¬ 
logist, Botanist or Zoologist, Historian or Litterateur, Artist or 
Naturalist, Politician or Economist, and Linguist or Anthro¬ 
pologist, will find this Bibliography their indispensable first ever 
guide, and it will, in addition to stimulating further research,, 
help the researchers in locating and studying the entire spectrum 
of their relevant subject. 

Sample Entry 

In case of a book, information like author(s), title, sub-title, 
editor, translator, name of the place, publisher and the year of' 
publication with pagination and volumes, if more than one, is. 
given. An analytical entry consists of information like author(s),. 
title and even of the host document, in which the entry appears. 
In case of an article or editorial, information as to author(s), 
title of the article etc., name, volume, number, year and date of 
the periodical or a newspaper, with pagination is given.
